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(57) Abstract 

A method of installing a gaiter (10) around a joint defined between joint members of joints of vehicles, such as steering joints and 
constant velocity joints. The method provides a range of gaiters for use with a range of joints of different dimensions, the range of joints 
being greater than the range of gaiters and at least some of the gaiters (10) in the said gaiter range being stretchable to fit two or more 
joints of the said joint range so the said joint range can be accommodated by the range of gaiters wherein a gaiter is selected from the 
gaiter range to fit a particular joint.
